I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  for  the  year  I96O. 

STATISTICS 


According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  shown  a  further  decrease 9  being 
179440  as  against  IT ^4^0  the  previous  year  and  179530  in  195^. 

During  the  year  under  review  262  births  occurred 9  an  increase 
of  29  on  the  previous  year.  8  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  population  the  Live  Birth  Rate  is  14*9  an  increase  of 
1.6  on  the  previous  year.;  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  29.6  an  increase 
of  4.5  on  the  year  1959» 

5  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  19.1«.  4  deaths  occurred 
within  the  first  week  and  a  further  1  in  the  first  month. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  13  more  than 
in  the  previous  year;  being  231  and  13  more  than  in  195^  when  there 
were  218  deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has 
been  disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels.  Relating  the  number  of 
deaths  to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is 
15.8  greater  by  3.3  than  in  1959* 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the 
district  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council;  through  its  Divisional 
Health  Administration  Scheme;  as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  The

The  prevalent  infectious  diseases  were  mainly  of  the  mild 
type  and  all  patients  recovered  satisfactorilyc 

SAhITARY  CIRCWSTAITCES 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  kept 
under  close  supervision.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  and 
water  supplies 5  housing  and  sanitation. 

During  the  Autumn  a  very  had  bacteriological  report  on  the 
water  in  both  plunges  of  the  Public  Baths ^  associated  v/ith  a  poor 
chemical  report  inferring  considerable  human  excretal  content  caused 
me  to  reopen  consideration  of  the  wisdom  of  their  continued  use.  In 
my  viewj  the  Council  very  logically  decided  to  close  the  plunges 
until  it  was  possible  to  introduce  continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination. 

Slum  Clearance  has  proceeded  satisfactorily.

These  are 
situated  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district  and  the  dwellings  are  in 
connection  with  small  holdings  or  agricultural  land* 

96  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  tovm’s  water  mains* 

20  bacteriological  examinations  of  town’s  mains  v/ater  were 
made  during  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory* 

Water  mains  have  been  extended  to  the  extent  of  471  lineal 

yards. 

DRAIMGE  ART  SEWERAGE 


Sewage  is  conducted  from  the  town  by  a  main  outfall  sewer  of 
24  inches  diameter  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Morley’s  Hall  5 
Astley.  Alumino  ferric  is  added  to  the  sewage  which  then  passes 
through  precipitation  and  sedimentation  tanks  and  percolating  filters. 
The  effluent  from  the  filters  before  discharge  into  the  Black  or 
Moss  Brook  is  passed  through  humus  tanks* 

Work  continued  on  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  in  the  Astley  Area  to  the  end  of  the  year  when  approximately 
three  quarters  of  the  contract  Y'jork.  had  been  completed*  All  new  houses 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewer.

A 
charge  is  made  for  business  premises 9  but  a  free  service  is  provided 
for  private  dwelling  houses. 

The  various  properties  and  premises  in  the  Council’s 
occupation  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated  where  necessary  and 
sewers  are  treated  twice  yearly. 

2^242  visits  have  been  made  to  private  dwellings^  business 
premises  and  local  authorities  properties  in  connection  with  rodent 
infestation.
